union conference on man-power 
ever terms are forward, you 
get them cashed unless you have got the 
power to enforce them.” If we let popular 
unrest in the Central Empires be guue us 
into the belief that politi al developments 
ean do the work of military force, and in 
that belief relax our military preparations 
and our military pressure, we play 
straight into the hands of the Prussian 
ruling caste. If there should be any sign 
from our side that the Allies’ purpose to 
obtain their moderate and unaggressive 
aims is impaired, and their power to en- 
force those aims diminished, the war spirit 
in Central Europe would promptly be re- 
vived by plausible promises of an early and 
victorious peace. Whether a democratic 
movement in the enemy countries can 
ever attain a real power is a matter on 
which we have always been, and remain, 
sceptical. In any case, however, the 
assumption of an internal popular move- 
ment against Prussian militarism has as 
its necessary complement the increase of 
external pressure against it. If such a 
movement has any serious potentiality, we 
shall best assist it by a vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the war. If it has no real value, 
we shall not have lost the substance 
in following the shadow. Austria- 
Hungary's need of peace is extreme, and 
we may have something more than a sus- 
picion that the Government was not alto- 
gether unwilling to let itself be pushed 
into the conciliatory attitude which Count 
Czernin adopted in his speech. In Ger- 
many the case is very different. The 
forces of Pan-Germanism are in the 
ascendant, and every line of Count Hert- 
ling’s speech breathed their assured con- 
sciousness of power. They will yield to 
no internal pressure unless it is carried 
to much greater lengths than the recent 
Austrian strike movement, and to infi- 
nitely greater lengths than any to which 
the German strike movement shows promise 
of being carried. The fact of the strike 
movement is not in doubt. Its existence 
is not denied by the German Government. 
A semi-cfficial message from Berlin admits | after

by implication that it is serious in. Berlin, 
and that it exists, though it is not serious, 
elsewhere in the Empire. The German 
newspapers of all parties are permitted to 
supply some measure of information about 
it. The movement seems to have followed | 
very much the same lines as in Austria- 
Hungary. In the course of the debate fol- 
lowing Count Hertling’s speech the | 
Government produced a leaflet advocating | 
a general strike—circulated, apparently, by 
agitators not connected with the official | 
trad® union or Socialist bodies. It began. 
sporadically, affecting, first, a few indus- 
tries in Berlin, the Kiel shipyards and 
the Vulcan works at Hamburg, and the 
pits at Bochum, a mining district near 
Essen. It has extended, as non-Socialist 
papers admit, until it includes a number of 
men variously estimated between 300,000 
and 500,000, and has involved an almost 
complete cessation of the armament in- 
dustry. 

At this point, if Vorwdrts—now the 
organ not of the Minority, but of the 
Majority, Socialists—is to be believed, a 
development of some significance occurred. 
The .movement, at first spontaneous, 
assumed an organised form, with a Strike 
Committee composed of strikers’ delegates 
and representatives of both the Socialist 
parties. It will be remembered that an 
unofficial movement was adopted in the 
same way by the official Socialist and 
trade union leaders in Austria-Hungary as 
soon as it began to assume large dimen- 
sions. Hitherto the Majority and Minority 
Socialist parties in Germany have been 
deadly enemies. The Majority Socialists 
have slavishly supported the Government, 
while the Minority have been from the 
outset ppenly anti-militarist. If the two 
parties are now co-operating in dire@ing 
the strike movement, it means one of two 
things. Either the Majority Socialists, 
who have latterly made some show of inde- 
pendence, have decided to embrace the 
political principles of the Minority ; 
or else—and this is more likely— 
the aim of the Majority Socialists is to 
capture the strike movement and guide 
it into innocuous channels and ultimate 
impotence. According to Vorwdrts, how- 
ever, the Strike Committee has formulated 
far-reaching conditions of a resumption of 
work. It demands an early peace based on 
the Russian formula 
labour representatives in the peace nego- 
tiations; reorganisation of the food 
system; relief from industrial and poli- 
tical “‘ militarisation “ and, finally, 
thorough democratic reform of the Im- 
perial organisation. “We fight,” says 
Vorwdrts, “for our own land, 
conquests. We fight not for Germany as 
it was before the war, but for the CGer- 


free Fatherland.” It remains to be seen 
how far the democratic forces are pre- 


against the inevitable refusal of the mili- 
tarists to countenance them. Unless they 
are weary of war and more capable of in- 
sistence than there is the smallest reason 
to suppose, we shall see the 
triumphantly riding the storm. 
Meanwhile these events supply the Allies 
with an incentive not to relax, but to in- 
crease, their preparations for the vigorous 
prosecution of the war.

Quinn said, “but they are far-seging 
people, and have the greatest apprehension 
that a possible disaster may overtake this 
great community of ours.’’. The banks 
are prepared to finance the scheme on the 
strength of the guarantees, and themselves 
have become guarantors—the Bank of Ire

£20,000. At the end of the meeting it was 
announced that a total sum of £270,000 
had been guaranteed. The Government 
has conceded that payments under the 
guarantee shell be allowed as a deduction 
from assessments on traders for income 
tax and excess profits duty.

There 
can be little doubt that a large portion of 
the population would sooner be under 
Swedish rulé than under such a Govern- 
ment as now holds sway in Petrograd, and 
at the saine time the Swedish Government 
can hardly view without dismay the 
prospect of a Nihilistic Republic just 
across the frontier, On the other hand, 
active intervention such as the Finnish 
delegates are now soliciting would virtu- 
ally bring the Swedes into the war, a

MUTINIES REPORTED IN ARMY 
AND NAVY. 


The Stockholm Correspondent of the Mornsng 
Post says that the popular agitation in Ger. 
many for a “ peace by agreement” baa spre 
beyond the rank of industry, and is manif 
itself in the Navy amd Army. It is re 
that serious mutinies had broken out on the 
High Seas Fleet at Kiel, and in several German 
regiments on the Eastern front. 

A significant feature of the strike movement 
is that official Socialists, like Herr Scheidemann, 
are now identifying themselves with the agite- 
tion. 

Mr. Patrick Devitte, Correspondent of the 
Lendon Daily Earprese at eva, cays>—A 
message, received & La Swisse from Basle, 
states that the Germans are employing extra- 
ordinary methods to prevent details of thea 
strikes, which have assumed a political, and 
even a resolutionary, character, becoming known 
abroad. 

It is stated that a eerious conflict, in which 
lives were lost, took place im districte of Berlin 
between strikers and soldiers, and that in cer- 
tain guburbs the troops refused to fire. Despite 
the fact that the strike was organised by the 
Haas Socialist Minority, it has now obtained 
rt of the Scheidemann Majority. 
La Swisse adda that if the strikers obtain on 
half their demands the war will soon finish.
